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Summer: Main Street preview 


Olde Andover Village parking work will show asthetics of downtown job

The long-awaited redesign of 
Main Street will not begin for at 
least another year, as the town waits 
for state funding, but related projects 
this summer may foretell what the 
new Main Street will look like. 

The Old Andover Village parking 
lot will be renovated in July, with 
work finished before the end of sum- 
mer. The project will use the type of 
lighting, benches and trees expected 
to line all of Main Street. 

“Originally it was just going to be 


a repaving. It snowballed into a big- 
ger and better project,” says Lisa 
Schwarz, senior planner with the 
town of Andover. 

According to Schwarz, the design 
of the new parking lot will comple- 
ment the rest of the Main Street ren- 
ovations. 

Another downtown project asso- 
ciated with the Main Street work is 
developer Anthony DiNapoli’s plan 
for the Musgrove Building and Post parking deck 
Office Avenue.

Because once 
you do that, you can charge people with breaking 
and entering,” she says.

The Main Street Committee 
worked with the planning 
department to have the new 
parking lot match the Main 
Street project. The front of the 
new lot will have four new 
benches and two flowering trees 
Parking-lot plan revisions 
include new lighting to match 
the future street lamps of the 
downtown area 

“The idea is to put in attrac- 
tive street lamps like the rest on 


downtown,” says Schwarz. 
Underground tubes and 
wiring for the lights will be 
installed this summer. Schwarz 
says the funding to put up the 
lights now isn’t available, but 
this way, when the money Is 
the lights can be 
installed and the lot can stay 


available, 


intact. She says the preparation 
for the future street lamps cost 
$9.650 

The parking lot will have 
eventually have 14 Victorian 
Boulevard lights. Victorian 
Boulevard was the style chosen 
to illuminate Main Street. 
Schwarz says 50 of these lights 


will someday light downtown 
Andover. The style is from the 
late 1800s and have a Northeast 
flair. Each lamp costs $1,500 to 
$2,500 

It’s not all that much money, 
but we just don’t have it in this 
budget,” she says 

According to Schwarz, the 
budget is $205,000 with funding 
approved from three Town 
Meetings, 1999, 2001 and 2002, 


and two years of capital 
improvement projects, 2001 and 
2002 

But the lighting is just the 
icing on the cake. People also 
will see two additional parking 
spaces and a change in the way 
parking-lot users paying for 
parking. 

Each parking space will lose 
its meter. The new payment 
method will eliminate the 
chance of finding a meter with 
time left on it, potentially raising 
revenue. 

Instead, lot users will need to 
drop change into a designated 
pay box. They then must return 
to their car and stick a ticket in 
the window 

“It will probably be hardest 
for people with small children.” 
says Schwarz. 

Schwarz says paving will be 
done in sections to inconve- 
nience nearby merchants as little 
as possible. “I visited 48 of the 
businesses,” she said. “For the 
most part they know the parking 
lot needs improvement.” 
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Andover survey results 


Town: place to raise kids, not retire

A survey asking residents to 
rate Andover and outline what 
they'd like to see here in the 
future will help a town commit- 
tee create a blueprint for 
Andover’s future. 

The Vision 21 Committee 
reached out to Andover voters at 
Town Meeting with its survey, 
which 151 voters answered. 
Now the committee is asking 
other groups in town like the 
Townwide PTO and Kiwanis 
Club to fill out the same survey 
in hopes of reaching a broader 
range of residents. 

Based on the results tabulated 
so far, Lisa Schwarz, senior 
planner and liaison for Vision 
21, says members of the group 
have a place to start. Each is 
drafting a vision statement for 
the town that reflects what they 
believe the public wants. 

The individual responses will 
then be intertwined to create a 
clear statement on what residents 
want Andover to look like in 20 
years, reflecting the values of 
those who live here. 


Schwarz says there are some 
interesting things for the com- 
mittee to consider. For instance, 
preserving undeveloped land 
was highly important to resi- 
dents, but the surveys also 
showed most people were 
against spending public funds to 
obtain open space. 

The majority favored both a 
diverse housing stock, including 
affordable housing, and preserv- 
ing historic structures to the 
greatest extent possible. 

Schwarz also points out when 
asked if reducing taxes was 
important even if it meant reduc- 
ing services the majority sided 
with keeping thing level to the 
way they are now. 

In addition to detailing what 
they want to see in the future, 
residents were also asked to rate 
the current status of Andover. 

“People felt it was a great 
place to live and raise kids,” says 
Schwarz, but it not rated highly 
as a good place to retire. 

All of these aspects will be 
considered to help create a 
vision that will influence the 


town’s master plan. “The vision 
will set up the umbrella for the 
town’s master plan,” she says. 

She says the town’s master 
plan would delegate responsibil- 
ities to the proper department 
heads and make it clear what res- 
idents want. 

John Roberts, Vision 21 
member, says this is going to be 
Andover’s first vision statement. 

“We fully intend to have as 
much impact as we can on the 
master plan,” he says. 

According to Roberts, the 
committee is hoping to create a 
backdrop for department heads 
to consider when deciding on 
projects. He says the current 
master plan is about 10 years old 
and public input and ideas will 
help revamp it to a more accu- 
rate representation of what resi- 
dents actually want to see their 
town look like. 

“Collaboration is a good 
thing,” says Roberts. “We don’t 
have the answers, but we're cer- 
tainly looking for some direc- 
tion.” 


Developer ‘forced’ to pursue suit

Planning Director Steve 
Colyer says most communities 
that fight 40B projects while 
less than 10 percent of their 
housing stock is deemed afford- 
able, lose the fight. He also says, 
even if the town does reach the 
10 percent threshold before the 
Avalon appeals process is fin- 
ished, it will have no bearing on 
the future of Avalon Bay. 


“They've already been 
approved,” says Colyer, “If 
Avalon Bay had not been 
appealed we would be over the 
10 percent.” 

Tom Urbelis, town counsel, 
and Colyer both say there is no 
word yet on what Avalon plans 
to do next. But they don’t have 
high hopes for PAZ stopping the 
project. 

“My gut reaction is I think 
(Avalon Bay) will prevail on it,” 
says Colyer. “Right now the 
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ball’s in Avalon’s court. We'll 
see what happens.” 

“My sense is that’s a bump in 
the road,” says McLaughlin. “As 
of today, we’re still addressing 
the nuisance suit filed by PAZ.” 

McLaughlin says the Town 
Meeting vote was not a shock, 
but something Avalon Bay was 
prepared to address. “We started 
the morning after Town Meeting 
considering our options,” he 
says. 

He says residents will not see 
a backhoe digging up dirt on the 
premises in the near future, but 
residents will soon see the legal 
ramifications of their vote. 

“You simply can’t go back on 
your word,” he says. “It’s clearly 
illegal.” 


School sports 
fees to climb? 


Andover schools could soon 
be raising the bar on sports fees. 
Under a plan presented to the 
School Committee Tuesday, 
Andover High School would still 
charge $100 per sport next year, 
but eliminate the $200 maxi- 
mum per student. The maximum 
cost per family would rise from 
$300 to $400. 

“T don’t like the fact that you 
have to pay for the stuff nowa- 
days that you used to have for 
free.” said Nancy Durkin, moth- 
er of two Andover High boys 
involved in sports. “But you see 
school costs going up all over 
the place.” 

The School Committee did 
not vote on the fee hikes, but 
none of the members objected to 
the plan presented by Business 
Administrator Bernie Tuttle. 
They will give final approval at a 
future meeting. Member Dick 
Collins, a former coach and 
teacher at the high school, said 
he opposed the fees in principle 
but would support the increase 
because of the School depart- 
ment’s budget squeeze. “We've 
got to take into serious consider- 
ation — are we singling out ath- 
letics?” Collins said. “There are 
other extracurricular activities.”

State: Ban small pools in public housing

Andover’s public housing 
residents might have limited 
options to beat the summer heat. 
The state Department of 
Housing and Community Devel- 
opment has sent a letter to all 
local housing authorities warn- 
ing them of safety issues sur- 
rounding swing sets, trampolines 
and swimming pools, and asking 
towns to consider adopting poli- 
cies prohibiting tenants in state 
housing from using them. 
Christine Metzemaekers, 
housing authority director, says 
it’s too soon to say how Andover 
will approach the suggestion. 
There aren’t any swings or tram- 
polines to her knowledge, so 
that’s not an issue. But kids’ 


swimming pools could be. 

She could not offer dates as to 
when the topic will be discussed 
by the Andover Housing 
Authority but said “the board 
was going to look at it in a very 
fair way.” 

Tenants at Memorial Circle 
are already expressing concern 
about a possible swimming pool 
ban. “How can you explain it to 
a 4-year-old?” says Denise 
Fraize of 6 Memorial Circle

and 21-month-old granddaugh- 
ter, Jazmine Fraize, live with her 
and her husband, Bob Fraize, 
president of the tenants’ council.

One cold, February day, a 79- 
year-old Lowell Street woman 
heard a knock at her door. A 
short man with black hair who 
said he was from the water 
department asked if he could 
check the woman's water pipes. 
She complied, and the two went 
to the basement, where the man 
inspected the pipes while speak- 
ing to another person on a two- 
way radio. 

The man then left. All of 
which seemed harmless. 

Except the man wasn’t really 
from the water department. And 
the person he was talking to on 
the radio was upstairs, robbing 
the older woman while she was 
distracted in the basement. 

“The woman discovered jew- 
elry missing from her bedroom,

The criminals are a group of 
organized specialists in fraud 
and scams, who travel from city 
to city, from state to state, usual- 
ly traveling some distance from 
their homes to commit their 
crimes.

ment, cable TV company or 
power company, or they say they 
are home-improvement workers. 
They use a multitude of excuses 
to enter the home or property. 
Police advise people to follow 
these prevention tips to protect 
themselves and family members: 

¢ Always lock doors when 
going outside. 

* Never allow strangers inside 
one’s home. 

* Check with the utility com- 
pany by telephone if an employ- 
ee wants to enter the house. 

* Beware of unsolicited home 
repairmen. 

* Check with the town or state 
building officials to make sure 
workers are legitimate. 

* Write down the license plate 
number of their vehicle and call 
the police to report the incident.

OR SOLDIERS RETURNING HOME from Iraq 
there’s a laundry list of places to go and 
people to see. For Cpl. Brian Mayo, a 

Marine helicopter mechanic, one of his first stops 

was Kristen Brearley’s third-grade class at San- 

born Elementary School in Andover 

In fact, Mayo had been back in America from 
Kuwait, his last base of operations, less than 48 
hours last Friday when he visited the youngest 
group of people cheering for him and waiting for 
his return. The class had written letters to Mayo, 
who currently lives in California, while he was 
stationed in Iraq because one of the students, Jim 
Hoar, is Mayo’s cousin 

The third-grader’s mother, Liz Hoar, proposed 
the idea of sending letters to her nephew overseas 
in Iraq, which the Sanborn kids did in March. 

“IT don’t know how many teachers would have 
made it such a big deal,” said Liz Hoar. “Every 
part of her curriculum was incorporated.” 

While the third-grade students learned typing, 
spelling, vocabulary and writing lessons by corre- 
sponding with Mayo, perhaps more importantly, 
the letters taught a lesson about touching people's 
lives. 


“You send the letters and you think he’ ll never 


get them, but he did get them and now he’s here, 


Said Brez ley 
Mayo walked into a room that was decorated 
in red, white and blue and filled with a group of 8- 


and 9-year-old children standing to sing America 
in his honor. The kids wrote a second round of let 
ters to read in person, thanking Mayo for fighting 
for his country, visiting the class and returning 
home safely. After reading their thoughts out loud 
the students followed with questions about 
Mayo’s experiences during wartime. Mayo talked 
about his job, the friends he made and his living 
conditions in Lraq, including sleeping outside in 
the sand and not always being able to shower 

“I watched it in the news,” said third-grader 
Erika Spinaly. “Now talking to him I see a differ- 
ent side of the story.” 

Mayo also gave the kids his honest reactions to 
the war, admitting he was scared, in danger and 
missed his friends and family 

“I was scared a lot actually,” said Mayo. “You 
couldn’t (always) tell who was your friend and 
who was your enemy.” 

“Tt was very exciting because we got to talk to 
someone we wrote letters to.” said Spinaly. “I did- 
n't even think he would write back.” 

“Tt took a long time to get (your letters),” Mayo 
told the class. “Instead of writing you guys I

HE MICHELIN MAN has 
nothing on Michael Lee 
In fact, Lee has surround- 
ed himself with tires, too, as he 
devises a business plan to make 
money from recycling old tire 
rubber, 

Lee, of Clark Road, who 1s 
going for his master’s degree in 
business, was part of a semi- 
finalist team in the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology’s 
50K Entrepreneurship Compe- 
tition. Lee’s team did not make 
the final cut, but his business 
model could still lead to bigger 
things. 

Because tires aren’t good for 
much once they are used, find 
ing a profitable way to recycle 
rubber could amount to big 
Dusiness 

Vulcanization, the process 
that turns rubber into a material 
song enough to withstand the 
wear and tear of driving, also 
turns rubber into a material that 
can’t be reused. So every year 
used car tires pile up in landfills 
all over the country. The best 
attempts at reusing tire rubber 
involve chopping it into fine bits 
to be used in playgrounds or 
running tracks 

But that will change, if Lec 
has anything to do with it 
Economizing a process patent 
ed by University of Acron 
researcher Avramm Isayey, 
Lee’s MIT team plans to make 
it economically viable to 
reprocess tres. 

Lee knows a thing or two 
about tires. Prior to entering 
MIT’s MBA program he 
worked for the Massachusetts 
Bay Transit Authority (MBTA) 
and before that he was a trans- 
portation consultant for the US 
Department of Transportation 

“T dealt with all Big Three 
tire companies. I know the big 
guys,” says Lee. 

The Andover father of three 
left his job with the MBTA to 
enroll in the MBA program at 
the Sloan School of Manage- 
ment at MIT. “My wife works 
and we are also burning sa\ 
ings,” he says. 

But he could find himself at 
the beginning of a lucrative 
career. He says the team is 
keeping its options Open, but 
plans to become the first rubber

home one March night to find thousands of 
dollars of damage to their home, items 
worth thousands more stolen — and those 
mutilated wedding photos. 

Was it vandals? Crackhead robbers? No. 
It was Andover High kids having a party 


| | the night of a girls basketball game. 


Paige Shaffer, 16, the sophomore who 
had the party at her parents’ home, wishes 
she had invited only the two kids she was 
supposed to, instead of the 13 she did. She’s 
well aware she screwed up. Because, once 
the 13 were there, about 200 more kids 
began to arrive. 

“The way Andover works is, if people 
think something is going on, cell phone 
calls are made and everyone in town knows 
about it,” says Paige. Soon, she says, “The 
whole town came over.” 

In the end, after a fight involving about 
15 kids, the police arrived. This week, 
about two months after the party, the house 
is being painted and wood floors put in, 
says Paige. The rugs had to be ripped up 
because there was so much glass embedded 
in them. 

Linda Shaffer said she called dozens of 
parents of kids who attended the party at 
her house in an effort to find stolen items - 
and did not receive a single call back 

One kid did return five stolen golf clubs, 
but only three of the clubs had been stolen 
from the Shaffer home. 

No one close to youth nightlife argues 
that such a party — known as a “rage” and 
involving substantial destruction, arrests or 
thefts - was an isolated occurrence. 
Depending on who you talk with, they hap- 
pen in town anywhere from once every 
three months to once every three weeks. 

“There’s damage with great frequency, 
theft with great frequency,” said veteran 
Andover police officer John Pathiakis. 
“We've seen computers thrown out win- 


dows. We've seen hole-punching contests.” 

According to one parent, these contests 
are called “Find the Stud,’ and kids keep 
punching holes into walls until one of them 
hits a stud, the upright pieces of wood with- 
in the walls. 

Such stories don’t surprise Paula Cahow, 
who had a similar party thrown in her house 
while she was away last year. She’s still 
making repairs to an outside fence, and 
hoping for the return of stolen items, such 
as a moosehead that hung in her home. She 
believes parents need to “wake up.” 

Kids at the party in her home were 
sophisticated enough to have police scan- 
ners, so they could disappear as soon as 
neighbors called the police. That’s not the 
sign of kids who just once in their lives got 
out of control. If she needed further proof, 
she got it after talking publicly about the 
damage to her home. 

“The day (my story) was in the Jowns- 
man, a woman called me and said it had 
happened to her the Saturday before,” says 
Cahow. “She paid a Jot to put the house 
back together. She has a lot more damage 
than I had 

“Tt left me angry for a long time because 
you feel very violated, of course. When 
kids deliberately ruin things, that’s a whole 
different thing.” says Cahow. “There was 
broken glass everywhere. It took us all 
summer to clean that up.” 

Such violent parties are not new to 
Andover — or to most towns. But the parties 
continue each year. And so does parental 
denial. 

With school guidance workers and youth 
programs being cut, the situation is not like- 
ly to get better. But school and youth pro- 
grams won't do much anyway if more par- 
ents don’t take off the blinders and take on 
the issue. 

“The answer isn’t more police, it’s being 
responsible for all of your actions and being 
involved in your young person’s life,” says 
Bill Fahey, youth services director. “A 
youth center — it’s not going to solve that 
issue because you won't be allowed to 
drink there. 

“The bigger issue is free time with kids 
and how do they use their free time,” says 
Fahey. “They’re learning their behavior 
from the adult population.” 


Fahey is quick to note the number of 


kids who do great things each week. And 
he’s right about that. But he believes if kids 
see their parents drinking regularly — or see 
their parents are willing to look the other 
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way, they'll continue with destructive 
behavior. 

For three years, Fahey has put on a pro- 
gram called “Not my kid, not in Andover,” 
meant to be a forum for people to talk about 
dangerous behavior in teens. Prophetically, 
each year, only about 50 parents come to 
the “Not my kid” forums, though hundreds 
of kids attend out-of-control parties. 

“If (people) do see it as such a big issue 
in children’s lives, why can’t we get more 
people to come?” asks Fahey, rhetorically. 

It’s because, while the rages are not 
unusual, “Getting responsive parents is 
unusual,” says Pathiakis. “We get the 
response like, ‘Gee, he was only drinking 
beer, he wasn’t doing drugs, or “Gee, he 
was only drinking, he wasn’t driving.’ They 
lessen it. 

“If you know you're not going to get in 
trouble by your parents, then there’s no rea- 
son not to do it,” says Pathiakis. 

The Shaffers were a rare family because 
they are willing to talk about the issue, and 
their party was unusual because charges 
were filed against two kids caught by 
police. To some kids’ credit, several have 
apologized to Paige, and one used an 
underground paper, or ‘zine, to chide his 
fellow students, telling them “if you did 
steal any items, redeem yourself as much as 
possible and return them, if you can 
remember where.” 

Out of control parties have been happen- 
ing for decades, and they will continue to 
happen. All that changes are the parents 
and the kids. 

But what can change are the number of 
parents who play an active role in their chil- 
dren’s lives and acknowledge such prob- 
lems. What can change are the number of 
parents who talk about the problem, and 
don’t dismiss it. Because Linda and Paige 
Shaffer never thought they'd be pulling 
wedding photos out of the trash. 

Pathiakis, the Andover officer who 
worked more hours than any other officer 
on the force last year, says assuredly that 
rages happen once a month. 

“That's the extreme damage parties,” he 
says. 

“You're always going to have the house 
where you open the refrigerator and all the 
beer is gone, the parents’ bed is slept in, 
there’s the smell of smoke, there’s cigarette 
burns on furniture. But those are common.”

Recycling: Where paper, plastics and more go

Most Andover residents—about 80 percent 
of households—regularly demonstrate their 
commitment to fiscal responsibility and the 
environment by recycling their paper, card- 
board and bottles and cans through the town’s 
curbside collection program. But what happens 
to these materials once they leave the curb and 
are loaded onto the recycling truck? Depending 
on the material and the ever-changing world- 
wide commodities markets, Andover’s recy- 
clables may end up being turned into cardboard 
boxes in India, carpet in the Southeast’s mills, 
new glass or steel containers in factories 
throughout the United States, or paper products 
in any of several mills in the Northeast. 

John Wood, regional manager for Waste 
Management Inc., the town’s primary handler 
of recycled products, recently explained the 
processes used by his company to collect, 
process and market Andover’s recycled goods 
to allow them to be turned back into useful 
products. Wood reports that about 95 percent of 
the recycled goods collected curbside in 
Andover end up being recycled into useful 
products (with contaminants accounting for the 
balance). 

All recycled materials collected curbside in 
Andover are taken to Waste Management's 
local transfer and processing station on 
Marston Street in Lawrence. The commingled 
containers (plastic, glass, steel/tin and alu- 
minum) are directly loaded onto larger trucks 
and trucked to a regional transfer facility in 
Avon, Mass., for processing. 


Paper 

At the Lawrence facility paper and card- 
board are dumped onto a large tipping floor and 
mixed with material from other towns. Work- 
ers first sort through the paper to remove any 
contaminants such as plastic and waxed card- 
board. They then separate the “mixed paper” 
(as it is known when it arrives) into various 
higher grades of paper that command premium 
prices on the market. For example, depending 
on the degree of contamination and the work- 
ers’ Success in removing it, the paper may qual- 
ify as “No. 8 news,” “sorted office paper” or 
“sorted white ledger” — the holy grail of the 
recycled industry, which is as much as three 
times more valuable than the mixed paper that 
came in the door. 

The sorted paper grades are baled using 
high-pressure machines into solid paper bricks 
that weigh about 1,500 pounds each. The bales 
are then shipped by the truckload to specific 
paper mills producing newsprint, tissue paper, 
cereal boxes or new office paper. 


Cardboard 
Old corrugated cardboard (OCC) is separat- 
ed out from the paper and baled. Rather than

being sent to mills in the Northeast, the card 
board is put on a ship in the Port of Boston and 
sent to India or elsewhere in the Far East. Mill 
in India and other parts of Asia are hungry for 
America’s cardboard discards, being unable | 
satisfy demand using local raw materials 

These mills turn the OCC back into card 
board boxes, many of which are used to ship 
consumer goods back to America. A recent 
Wall Street Journal article describes the hug 
increase in such shipments during the past few 
years to the point where recycled paper and 
OCC now account for one of America’s largest 
exports. 


Plastics 

Plastics represent a large and growing share 
of the containers used today for a wide variety 
of products — from milk and soda to shampoo 
yogurt and berry containers. Some residents 
have wondered if plastic is really getting recy 
cled. Waste Management ships all of the plastic 
that is received at their Avon facility to a state 
of-the-art processing plant they purchased in 
North Carolina called PREI (P&R Environ 
mental Industries). The PREI plant has optical 
sensors to differentiate the various plastics 
(Nos. 1-7), separate them automatically, and 
then grind, wash and pelletize the different 
plastic resins. 

A wide variety of end users purchase these 
processed plastic resins to make new plastic 
products. For example, soda bottles (#1, poly- 
ethylene terephthalate or PET) may be turned 
into fleece at Malden Mills. The No. 2 plastics 
(HDPE or high density polyethylene) may 
become laundry detergent bottles, plastic pipe, 
buckets, benches or picnic tables, or a myriad 
of other items. Plastic with a No. 4 (LDPE or 
low density polyethylene) might become plas- 
tic sheeting to line trash cans, be used to pro- 
duce plastic wrap, become a Federal Express 
mailing envelope, or be turned into plastic lum 
ber for decks and park benches. Polypropylene 
(No. 5 plastic) is often used for yogurt contain- 
ers, plastic pallets or automobile battery cases. 
Much of No. 7 plastic gets recycled back into 
five-gallon water containers for bottled water 


Glass 

The recycled bottles and cans take even 
more diverse routes back to new products 
Glass is sent to Container Recycling Alliance 
(CRA) in Franklin, Mass., where the clear 
(flint) and amber bottles are separated then 
ground up and sent to glass plants producing 
new bottles. The use of recycled glass improves 
the manufacturing process by saving the energy 
needed to produce new glass while also con- 
serving raw materials. Green glass, which is 
not manufactured in the US, is used as aggre 
gate for road base or alternative daily cover in 
landfill maintenance

When it comes to child safety 
and sports, the proper equip- 
ment is only the beginning.

¢ The coach has kids do 
warm-ups, stretching and cool- 
down exercises. 


* The coach distributes a con- 
ditioning program before sign- 
ups so children know what is 
expected of them. 


¢ Health education programs 
discuss sports injury prevention. 


* Physicals are required to 
participate in sports. 

¢ Facilities are examined reg- 
ularly for safety. 


* The team has a parents’ 
code of conduct. 


* Safety equipment is avail- 
able and required. It fits proper- 
ly, meets national standards and 
is in good condition. 

* Parents are informed before 
the season about the program’s 
philosophy and safety proce- 
dures.
